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736. 01 PURPCSE

The Council of the Gty of Bethlehem hereby declares that the
purpose of the within Rules And Regulations is to regulate B.Y.QB.
Cl ubs to preserve the character of nei ghborhoods and to protect the
rights of its citizens to the quiet enjoynent of the sane.

736. 02 DEFI NI TI ONS

"B.Y.OB. dub" a place of assenbly or any other use defined
in this Odinance, other than a dwelling unit, including but not
limted to, taverns, clubs, and social buildings, that is not
licensed by the Pennsylvania Liquor Control Board, in which no
al coholic beverages are sold, but where patrons are permtted to
bring al coholic beverages upon the premses for their own use and
consunpti on. A facility which is rented for a limted period of
time, but in no event to exceed six (6) hours in length, nor to
exceed one (1) rental in a twenty-four (24) hour period, nor to
occur between the hours of 12:00 p.m mdnight and 11: 00 a.m by
i ndividuals or an organization for the purpose of a private party
in which alcoholic beverages are carried onto the prem ses, shall
not be considered a B.Y.OQB. dub under the terns hereof. B.Y.QB.
A ub shall not include a restaurant as defined at Section 1302. 75,
as anended, of the Codified Odinances of the Gty of Bethl ehem

"Al coholic beverages" neans any and all beverages, including
mal t beverages, which contain al cohol, |iquor or such other
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i ntoxi cati ng substances as are further defined in the Pennsyl vani a
Li quor Code, 47 P.S. Section 1-101 et seq.

"Resi dence" neans a building or structure wholly or partially
used for living, sleeping, eating, cooking and sanitation by human
occupant s.

"Residence District" neans those <classes of residentia
districts as specified in the Codified Odinances of the Gty of
Bet hl ehem

736. 03 UNLAWFUL ACTI VI TI ES

In any district in which B.Y.OB. dubs are otherw se
permtted, it shall be unlawful for any person or persons who own,
operate, |ease, nmanage or control a B.Y.OQB. Qub to:

(a) Remain open and/or to transact business between the
hours of mdnight and 11:00 a.m, prevailing tine. In all cases,
the prem ses nust be vacated within fifteen (15 mnutes after the
required closing tine.

(b) Conduct activities to which this Odinance applies
wi t hout possessing a valid A ub permt as specified herein

(c) The principal structure of a B.Y.QB. dub shall not be
| ocated within three hundred (300') feet fromthe nearest property
line of any residential district, church, school, other institution
of learning or education, hospital, library, park, and /or
pl aygr ound.

736. 04 CLUB REQUI REMENTS

Any and all B.Y.OB. dubs, as that term is defined, shall
conply with the follow ng requirenents:

(a) Obtain and carry general liability coverage in the
m ni rum anount of, $1, 000,000 per occurrence, proof of which shall
be filed with the Conm ssi oner of Police;

(b) Possess a valid certificate of occupancy issued by the
Pennsyl vania Departnent of Labor and Industry and the Gty of
Bet hl ehem and prom nently display said certificate as required,

(c) Obtain a valid business privilege and nercantile tax
license from the Gty of Bethlehem and promnently display said
i cense as required;

(d) Obtain a valid Gty of Bethlehempermt and promnently
display said permt as required,
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(e) Obtain a valid B.Y.OB. COub permt pursuant to this
Article and promnently display said permt as required; and

(f) Conspicuously post the hours of operation at the
busi ness prem ses such that patrons are sufficiently apprised of
sane.

736. 05 CLUB PERM T

(a) Any person or persons desiring to operate or continue to
operate a B.Y.OB. Qub shall file with the Comm ssioner of Police
of the Gty of Bethleheman application for a B.Y.OB. dub permt,
which application shall include the following information: t he
nane and address of the B.Y.OB. dub, a statenent whether the
busi ness premses is | eased or owned by the B.Y.QB. dub, the nane
and address of the lessor of the business premses, if applicable,
the nature of the ownership of the B.Y.OB. Qub, i.e. corporation,
partnership, joint venture, association, the names and addresses of
the officers and/or financial interest in the B.Y.QB. d ub.

(b) The Conmm ssioner of Police shall determne whether the
B.Y.OB. Qub fully and conpletely conplies with the provisions and
requirenments of this Odinance within twenty (20) days follow ng

the date on which application is received. |If the Conm ssioner of
Police determnes that the applicant fully and conpletely conplies
with the provisions hereof, the Conm ssioner of Police shall issue

a BY.OB dub permt; if the Comm ssioner of Police determnes
that the applicant does not fully and conpletely conply with the
provi sions hereof, the Commssioner of Police shall deny the
issuance of a B.Y.OB. dub permt and shall furnish witten
evidence of the sane to the applicant together with the reason(s)
for denial.

(c) The dub shall pay an admnistrative fee of two hundred
and fifty dollars ($250.00) for a B.Y.OB. Cub permt and two
hundred and fifty dollars ($250.00) for each renewal thereof. Said
B.YYOB. dub permt shall be effective for a period of one year
following the date of issuance; provided, in the event the B.Y.QO B.
CQub fails to fully and conpletely conply with the provisions
hereof or is convicted of any unlawful activities during the term
of the B.Y.OB. dub permt so issued, the Gty of Bethlehem shall
have the authority to revoke the B.Y.OB. dub permt due to
B.Y.OB. dub's lack of conpliance.

736. 99 PENALTY

(a) Any person, persons, or entity violating the provisions
of this Odinance shall, upon conviction thereof, be subject to a
penalty in anount of Three Hundred Dol lars ($300.00) for each day
of such violation, and any and all other renedies available in
accordance with the Codified Odinances of the Gty of Bethlehem
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and the | aws of the Commonweal th of Pennsyl vani a.

(b) The unl awf ul activities specified herein shal
constitute separate and distinct offenses for each and every day in
whi ch said activities are conduct ed.

(c) In addition to any nonetary penalties involved, the Gty
of Bet hl enem shall revoke the A ub Permt required upon conviction
of any unlawful activities.

(d) In the event of any of the unlawful activities specified
herein are conducted by or in the nane of a corporation,
partnership, joint venture, trust, firmor association, in addition
to entity liability, the officers, agents or principals of said
corporation, partnership, joint venture, trust, firmor association
shall be deenmed in violation, as well as the person or persons
engaged in the unlawful activity.
